Wednesday, Saigon announced that 
invasions of ‘sanctuaries’ in Cambodia 
have been going on for the past weck 
With this last escalation, the Pentagon 
admits that the war is everywhere in 
Indochina, The Vietnamese have long 
explained to the American movement 
that the destinies of Laos, Vietnam, and 
Cambodia are one. Amerika will control 
all these countries, or none. 

These three countries are the most 
vulnerable outposts of the Asian empire. 
Until now, the focus of US warfare in 
Indochina Vietnam, The 
deterioration of the puppet regimes in 
Cambodia and Laos necessitates. much 
greater Amerikan commitment in these 
countries 

Nixon’s invasion of Cambodia last May 
was a fiasco, accomplishing little on the 
battlefield in Indochina, while creating 
new battlefields at home. The tide of 
popular rage which swept the campuses 
and youth ghettos of this country 
severely limited Nixon's ability to carry 
out that invasion. 

Now, the 
learning from the past, hopes to invade 
Laos successfully by not telling anyone 
what's going on. The White House clearly 
hopes that we will remain quiet until the 
media are allowed to tell us what 
happened, when the invasion will have 
been accomplished. 

By Wednesday, NLF military activity 
in South Vietnam was higher than at any 
time in the previous ten months.

Five houses 
еге demolished early this week as part 
of a plan to force over 200 residents from 
e area and create a "West Berkeley 
Industrial Park.’ Moving in secret, the 
BRA started destruction at six a.m. 
Monday morning. About 20 residents 
gathered to picket, and two people, Linda 
Willard and Bob Fabian, were busted for 
sitting in front of the contractor's truck. 
Monday afternoon, about 50 Ocean 
View residents and their supporters 
crowded into the meeting room of the 
BRA and demanded an immediate halt to 
ШШ demolition. The Board members and 
their pig administrator, Thomas Cooke, 
stalled and debated but refused to say 
hey would stop the destruction. The 
Ocean View residents argued that the 
federal money should be used to renovate 
existing homes and to build community 
facilities. Bill Walker, a middle-aged black 
man who is chairman of the Ocean View 
Committee also read a telegram from 
Congressman Dellums. Dellums strongly 
supported the Ocean View residents, and 
squarely placed the blame for creating а 
confrontation on the BRA.

There is a large surplus of industrial land 
in the Bay Area and the region's 101 
"industrial parks” аге only 14% 
developed. Land in Berkeley is expensive 
and industry can find better 
opportunities elsewhere. At the City 
Council meeting on Dec. 22, Thomas 
Cooke admitted that the BRA had not 
received one committment from an 
industrial frim to locate in the "park".

Plans to destroy the Ocean View 
homes were begun as far back as 1965, 
when the city council adopted the Master 
Plan. The plan had two overall goals as far 
as land use was concerned. First, to insure 
‘sound opportunities for investment’, the 
many small lots to be developed by large 
investors; and second, the redevelopers 
want to take land which is now producing 
small profits, and turn it to other uses 
where higher profits are available. This 
means that old homes and small 
businesses must be eliminated, not 
because they no longer fulfill the needs of 
the people, but because they do not 
produce enough profits for the PIGS 

So the BRA decided to buy 92 acres 
west of 6th st, and call it the "West 
Berkeley Industrial Park’. The area 
between 4th and 6th sts. is occuped 
largely by old houses which are cheap but 
mostly in good condition. In a 
redevelopment area, however, it is 
forbidden to make improvement, so 
owners are forced to let their buildings 
deteriorate. The rest of the land is 
presently occupied by small commercial 
and industrial concerns and vacant lots. 

In February, 1970 the BRA got $2.5 
million from the federal government to 
go ahead with the project. The residents, 
who had for years consistently opposed 
the whole idea at public hearings, got 
together and formed the Ocean View 
Committee. They appeared at a meeting 
of the BRA in August and demanded a 
halt to land acquisition. The BRA granted 
a 90 day moratorium, but one month 
later turned broke the 
agreement.

Merritt is situated in a third world, 
working class community and the 
majority of the students are'black people 
who live in that community. The hill 
campus is in a white community far away 
from the majority of the student bod 
Obviously the hiss campus was not built 
to serve the present students at. Merritt. 
Many students cannot afford the expense 
of commuting to the hill campus, many 
want to go to school in their own 
community not in the rich white hill 
campus where police harrassment is a 
likely prospect. Many students felt they 
had a right to control their won school. It 
seemed ridiculous that white upper class 


pigs should control the education of 
"Third World people in their won 
community. The Peralta Board of 


Trustees, a board with one black member, 
one woman and five white men, in 1965 
had planned to build 4. campuses, 
including one to replace the flatland 
far 3 have been built, Alameda 
and the hill campus. Now the board 
s that it has run out of money. 
Laney and Alameda college аге 
overcrowded and the hill campus holds 
200 full and 2000 part time students. 
That leaves 5000 students who cannot go 
anyway. 

Over these issues the students and the 
faculty of Merritt organized and came up 
with 3 demands. The first would enable 
the flatlands campus to stay open for 
students who wanted to go there, the 
second to ensure that a fourth campus 
would be built within the community on 
funds from the Peralta district and the 
third that the people of the Peralta school 
district would control their schools. 

At a meeting with representatives from 
Merritt and the Pealta board, the board 
met all 3 demands and set up meetings 
for discussing the implementation of 
community control in June.

The first of these meetings was to be 
held last week and the board cancelled i 

Then students noticed that books were 
disappearing from the library, and much 
other equipment from the science labs 
and the cafeteria were being ripped-off 
and moved to the hill. The facts were hat 


the board had lied and had no intention 
of keeping the demands. 

In response to the growing anger of 
the Merritt community the Black Student 
called a 


Union strike for Monday 


morning. 
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Meanwhile, back at the office, we got 
a report from the board meeting over the 
phone that the board had relinquished all 


responsibility for calling the pigs and it 
was now up to Captain Gaines of the 
OPD to decide when and if they should 
vamp. To us that meant it was just a 
matter of time. 20 min. later a call came 
saying the OPD was massed only 2 block 
away and there were a number of plain 


clothed on the campus. We had 
decided that if they did come, they were 
going to have to break the mother 


fucking doors in because weren't 
coming out. 

The intensity built because many 
people went to the board meeting and we 
were relatively unprotected the 
outside front.

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After this came some more gripes about 
having to buy new, additional equipment 
if they couldn't rip-off furniture, books 
and laboratory equipment from the 
Grove street campus. At one point the 
one black member of the board tried 
appealing to the audience saying. “My 
black brothers and sisters, you've got to 
see that Smith is really working for you, 
and that this no manner to treat a Black 
brother.” Moranda retaliated with: 

“We no longer see color as the criteria 
with which to judge who are our brothers 
and who our sisters. We now see that this 
is a class struggle, not a race struggle. 
Doug was pushing the board to vote on 
the last three demands-they refused under 


the pretext of being harassed and 
pressured by the audience. 
Suddenly everyone heard the loud 


rumble of motorbikes in the street below; 
people by the window shouted that the 
pigs had arrived. After that tension was 
really high and it triggered an argument 
about the morality of using police force 
students holding the offices. The 
board claimed they had no authority to 
regulate the -police department's actions 
and were interrupted by someone 
shouting that the pigs had Merritt 
surrounded! Half the people left to give 
the students in the office support, while 
the remainder of the meeting concluded 
with the promise by the board that no 
equipment would be removed from 


Merritt. 


About 1:00 am people began 
coming back from the board meeting. 
"We won, we won, we won our demands" 
We hadn't won a socialist revolution, no. 
But we had gotten the Board to stat it 
would be illegal for anyone to remove a 
stitch of equipment from Merritt. We got 
а Board set up composed of 6 members 
who would be elected and could have to 
be consulted for any further steps were 
taken about the future of Merritt.

Was Jim Evans taking full responsibility 
for this? ” of course the answers were no. 
He kept wanting to bullshit and talk. We 
closed down negotiations until such time 
that demands were met. The people 
inside the office were prepared to suffer 
whatever consequences. We were told 
many times that the OPD had been 
notified. People on the outside were 
prepared also. There was another rally at 
2:00. Doug Moranda explained the 
situation, gave a political analysis of 
community control and emphasized the 
seriousness of the move we were taking 
Phone tree, mail funds, first aid supplies 
rotating picket lines, were organized. 

Things quieted down around 6:00. 
Everyone was anticipating the Peralto

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Last Tuesday, the Women's Student 
Union, backed by black, Asian, and Chi- 
cano student groups, picketed the class of 
Paul Camera, an Associate Professor of 
Làw, rehired this year to teach Domestic 
Relations, on account of his discrimin- 
atory and sexist attitudes towards wo- 
men. 

The issue arose last year due to his 
behavior towards women in his class. 
Camera had a habit of making sexual 
jokes that were blatently degrading, de- 
rogatory, and offensive to women. When 
approached by a woman student to dis- 
cuss his behavior, he told her she must 
have a sexual problem. Insidious remarks 
turned to outright attacks. When Zona 
Sage, instrumental in staging Tuesday's 
demonstration, walked out of his class 
last year in protest, he launched into a 
sexist diatribe: “That is what I have 
against women lawyers. They are too 
emotional. I think femininity is an es- 
sential characteristic for a woman. A 
woman cannot be feminine and aggressive 
at the same time. Women don’t make 
good trial lawyers... A woman can't do 
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1. Grove street Campus. We demand 
keeping the present facility at Grove 
Street open and in full operation until 
such time as a fourth community college 
can be fully operative either іп the 
vicinity of Grove Street Campus or at the 
same location.

Over 200 people came to Franklin Jr. 
High School in Berkeley Saturday and 
painlessly if unenthusiastically nominated 
Loni Hancock and Rick Brown as the 
official April Coalition candidates for city 
council, as everybody wondered what to 
do about Warren Widener. 

The proceedings were less than spine- 
tingling. The Coalition is characterized 
beyond anything else, by an unrelenting 
suspicion of leadership. 

Like the Democratic and Republican 
parties, it claims to run on issues, not 
personalities; unlike these bodies, there is 
actually a serious intention to do so. Last 
week, a platform of some thirty pages 
had been adopted. 

What emotion there was at the meet- 
ing centered on this platform, and how 
strongly candidates would be anchored to 
it. 

It was first established that any can- 
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Vote? 


Berkeley powers-that-be are trying to 
make it as difficult as possible for migrant 
voters (most of us) to vote in the April 
elections. 

Mike Culbert of the Berkeley Gazette 
is urging conservatives who don't live in 
Berkeley, but who own property here, to 
register phony addresses so they can vote. 
Both former assemblyman Don Mulford 
and city registrar Edythe Campbell have 
called for a quick change in voting rules. 
The Examiner’s pro-police reporter Ed 
Montgomery was more up-front with his 
fear — he warned that it is “possible for 
20,000 hippies to converge on Berkeley, 
register 90 days in advance of an election 
from any address, bonafide or otherwise, 
and seize control of the city's 
government.” 

Radical votes have proved high in 
recent elections. Stew Albert received 
22,000 votes in Berkeley, when he ran for 
sheriff of Alameda County last spring on 
a “smash Santa Rita” ticket. Dellums got

didate whose name was going to be in the 
running would have to promise to with- 
draw if not nominated. Ron Lai, the Nisei 
president of the Bay Area Funeral Soci- 
ety, distributed a sheet asking for the 
nomination though he would run even if 
he didn’t receive it, since he was “running 
also as an Asian, a motive which goes 
beyond pure politics." Former Israeli 
heavy machine-gunner and feminist Rivka 
Sigal had already announced an intention 
to run in any case: “It is high time for an 
underdog to be elected to this city coun- 
cil." Both Ron and Rivka were thrown 
out of the running, which did not prevent 
Rivka from speaking at great length at 
various points in the meeting, as she has 
done throughout the coalition organizing 
stages. 

Members of the men's collective which 
had written the coalition plank on men's 
liberation showed up to protest the trash- 
ing of a plank which had called, among 
other things, for an end to “brutalized 
he-man attitudes" ánd the "limiting gen- 
ital orientation to sex that has been im- 
posed." Coalition liberals tried to explain

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35,000 votes in Berkeley last November, 
enough to win a seat in Congress. These 
numbers are deceiving, though. A lot of 
blacks and white liberals from the 
Dellums camp are not going to support 
the community control of police 
amendment And many people who 
symbolically cast a vote for Stew Albert, 
knowing Madigan was going to win, are 
going to be more wary about voting for 
something they think might win. 

When you register and when you vote, 
you are likely to be questioned about 
how long you've lived in Berkeley, 
whether you've moved, whether you 
voted before and in what precinct, all 
questions designed to check if you are 
"qualified." They might also ask you at 
the voting place for your Social Security 
number: this is unconstitutional and you 
can tell them to forget it. As for the other 
questions, just have your head together 
around these simple points: 


that the planks had been - ah - dropped 
not because anyone disagreed with them, 
but because they were too vague, while 
other liberals distributed a sheet calling 
for the election of “‘electable” candidates. 
It was still early in the morning, and few 
freaks had arrived.

Berkeley psychopath-saint Jefferson 
Fuck Poland insisted that all candidates 
be bound by every;syllable. “If that isn't 
the basis, candidates will just go on the 
same ego trip candidates have always 
been on." Berkeley Coalition responsible 
Frank Daar replied that "anyone who 
says he agrees with everything in that 
program is probably being dishonest with 
us," and his allies pushed to have candi- 
dates bound to only those two parts of 
the platform which contained language 
explicitly binding candidates-the police 
control amendment and the Vietnam war 
initiative. 

This at first succeeded, by a vote of 
187-149. “This is a liberal shuck, man,” 
somebody said, and somebody clse ac- 
tually got up and took a few steps toward 
the door. A small amount of parliament- 
ary footwork ensued, leading to a vote 
that "all candidates who put themselves 
forward commit themselves to attempt to 
camy out the issues on the platform," 
which carried by a clear majority. 

The decision was immediately put into 
effect. Louise Stoll, who had been a 
candidate for the nomination for school 
board, was forced out when it was learn- 
ed that she couldn't support the police 
petition. Her presence in the running, 
considering that the police control peti- 
tion plank contained the explicit binding 
language, would have been difficult to

Seven people put themselves forward 
and announced that they agreed with 
everything the people said, and that they 
were willing to run for council, and will- 
ing not to run if they didn't get nomin- 
ated. Three of the people-Craig Murphy, 
Rick Brown, and Loni Hancock-made 
almost indistinguishable speeches, sum- 
ming up in a businesslike way what every- 
one agreed about, in deliveries almost 
completely vacant of personal manner- 
ism. Looking over my notes for their 
speeches, I find almost nothing but ditto 
marks. 

Craig Murphy, who had won the en- 
dorsement of the April 6 movement on

ning by Lois Weiner of IS. "The main 
enemy is the democratic party; there 
must be no ties to the democratic party 
for April Coalition  candidates...Craig 
Murphy is a member of the central com- 
mittee of the Democratic Party." He re- 
ceived only 73 votes out of 402, not 
enough for the 20% required to be placed 
on the runoff second ballot. 

Loni Hancock, who ran almost sucess- 
fully in 1969, recieved 265 votes on the 
first ballot, and was therefore nominated. 
Rick Brown and Paul Sawyer, with 177 
and 105 votes respectively entered the 
runoff. Sawyer was questioned about 
what he had meant when he had said he 
would “make Berkeley truly a utopia for 
men and women;" he replied that we first 
had to take into account "the instant- 
ancous quality of consciousness change," 
and concluded by saying that “utopia is a 
weird word to use...we have to realize we 
are in utopia despite all the shit around.” 

Rick Brown came closer to the prob- 
lem that was on everyone’s mind when he 
said that we “can’t build socialism in a 
single city; we have to relate to com- 
munities other than our own, but our 
struggle should be an enjoyable one; we 
must find forms which make the struggle 
part of us, so that we can really revel in 
and enjoy the things we're engaged in.” 


After a day in which nobody had been 
reveling in and enjoying the things they 
were engaged in, the appeal for a politics 
of joy was a welcome one. Brown re- 
ceived the nomination, by a vote of 
240-88, everyone hung around for a while 
on the floor and discussed how depressing 
the whole thing was, and went home. 
һе one thing conventions are sup 
posed to do-to drum up enthusiasm, to 
give. campaigns ing starts-did 


marching in demonstrating for the nom- 
ination of Nixon, thumping and yelling; it 
was nice and appropriate, but nobody 
could really get to shouting, and nobody 
picked up on the satire-after all, 
has just promised participatory demo- 
cracy. Even that great standby of recent 
months, the kid's lib presentation, didn't 
really get people off. 


Most of the reason behind this was 
Warren Widener. At one point in the 
meeting, a group of blacks came in with 
Widener buttons, more or less to see what 
was going on. Frank Daar cornered one: 
"Widener's trashed us twice in the past 
week: why don't you people just leave us 
alone? He's been lying to us all week, not 
evasions, just out and out lies.” 

Widener's decision not to support 
community control of police threw the 
whole elaborate cats cradle so pains- 
takingly strung together over the last 
three months into a tangle. As everyone 
at the meeting who could count was 
aware, if Widener does not support com- 
munity control, the coalition would have 
to run an alternative candidate, which 
would amount to guarantee of election 
for Wilmont Sweeney. Even if Widener 
turns around and announces he now зир“ 
ports community control-as he some- 
times seems to be doing-who can trust 
him? 

On Thursday, the coalition was sche- 
duled to meet and decide what to do 
about nominating someone for mayor. In 
the meantime, no endorsement for mayor 
was made and things looked bleak. Radi- 
cals might tell liberals that Widener's 
trashing was the inevitable result of work- 
ing with personalities rather than issues, 
particularly personalities such as Wide- 
ner's. What, after all, was to be expected 
from a, professional who works for 
Safeway? But the second guessing didn't 
change the mood of gloom. It was the 
first political convention I have ever been 
to, heard of, or read about where nobody 
talked about winning. 
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On Sunday, January 31, Southern 
California Chicanos exploded in East Los 
Angeles, reacting against the constant 
harrassment of their community by the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's office. This 
was the fourth such action on recent 
months. On Aug. 29, three Chicano 
brothers were killed by Sheriff's deputies. 
Similar confrontations occured on Sept. 
16 and Jan. 9. When it was all over, 70 
buildings were damaged, 90 people 
busted, 25 people were seriously injured 
(including 7 pigs), and 1 Chicano brother 
lay dead. 

he action came off a rally held by the 
Chicano Moratorium Committe to protest 
police brutality. About 5000 people came 
from all over L.A. county to attend the 
rally, whcih was generally peaceful. The 
only violence at the park occured when 
the Chicanos kicked some P.L. 

When the 
Chicanos met some resistance from P.L., 
a member of the Brown Berets puched a 
P.L. paper vendor in the mouth. A Brown 
Beret spokesman said that P.L. was

was ending, about 1000 brothers and 
sisters moved to the nearby East L.A, 
Sheriff's Station. This station serves as 
the base for many attacks by the racist 
Sheriff's dept. against the Chicano 
Community. The pigs who killed Reuben 
Salazar and two other Chicanos on Aug. 
29, came out of this station. When the 
demonstrators arrived, they tore down 
the fence around the parking lot, and 
began to trash several pig cars. While thye 
were shouting their hatred for the army 
that occupies their community, they 
started moving towards Whittier Blvd. 
When they got there they trashed and 
looted several stores. People don’t easily 
forget the inflated prices that are charged 
in the ghetto. 

About a half hour after the 
demonstrators left Bevedere Park, a line 
of Deputies in riot gear tried to clear 1 
block of Whittier Blvd., where a lot of 
shit was happening. Their attack was met 
by massive resistance, and they had to 
at. However, after this incident, the 
crowd broke up into smaller groups, and 
the action spread throughout the 
immediate area. Trash fires were set and a 
as station near the sheriff's office was 


liberated by a group who began to make 
molotov cocktails. PEOPLE'S GAS! 
About this time, the Pan American 
National Bank was hit by fire bombs and 
damaged to the tune of $15,000. A bail 
bond office across the street from the 
Sheriff's office sudeenly blossomed into

A county street sweeper was overturned 
and a Toyota Dealership was destroyed 
by fire with at least $120,000. damage. 
Altogether, nine businesses меге 
destroyed by fire, including a Woolworth 
store, a Lincoln-Mercury dealership and 
the Dial Finance co. 

Although the pigs were hit very hard, 
the people in the street suffered many 
casualties. The most serious incident 
started when the pigs sett off some tear 
gas and started charging a group of 
demonstrators. Peopel were throwing 
rocks that broke windows in the pig cars, 
but no pigs were hit. When the Deputies 
leveled their guns, the people raised their 
arms and shouted "Shoot if you dare!" 
Those macho PIGS opened fire. After the 
shoots went off, 7 people fell wounded. 
One brother Gustav Montag Jr. died. Two 
Deputies, the first of seven injured, were 
wounded when a fusillade of rocks and 
bottles answered the pigs shots. During 
the next few hours, 14 gunshot victims 
were admitted to various hospitals. 

The Sheriff of L.A. County said that 
he was using a “low profile" strategy. All 
that this means is that he was hiding his 
army away from the park, waiting to 
attack anyone who stepped out of line.

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MURTAGH 
STILL REPREHENSIBLE 


The trial of the NY Panther 21 
continued January 20 after the recess 
caused by the illegal police strike. For the 
next two days, the DA desperately tried 
to rehabilitate the prosecution testimony 
of the preceding week which 
cross-examination had proved to be full 
of inconsistencies and improbabilities. 

The prosecution’s first witness was 
Detective Mercado who had arrived at the 
scene of the alleged shoot-out shortly 
after the event was supposed to have 
taken place. Mercade testified that all six 
shells fired from a pistol found at the 
scene of the alleged shoot-out were spent 
and that the casings remained in the 
cylinder. On cross-examination he 
admitted that no fingerprints had been 
found on the revolver, He also admitted 
that the rifle, allegedly found in the trunk 
of the Dodge by a police officer and 
already introduced into evidence, Kad 
never even been tested for fingerprints. 
He testified that there were five rifle 
shells, but only three were introduced 
and he said he did not know what had 
happened to the others, Neither he nor 
anyone else had initialled those shells 
which were offered, although that is 
routine procedure for identification. He 
also admitted that the Dodge Dart had 
been dusted for fingerprints, but that no 
identifiable ones had been found. In 
summary, then, the physical evidence 
offered was meaningless. Furthermore 
the fact that no attempt had been made 
fo check the rifle for fingerprints or mark 
is shells for indentification certainly 
strengthened. the hypothesis that the 
whole idea of "Operation Sniper" and the 
alleged shoot-out had been buit up 
retrospectively to create a conspiracy 
charge.

This weekend in Ann Arbor anti-war 
activists from all over the country will get 
together to start building for a People's 
Peace Treaty between the Vietnamese 
and the American People. 

The treaty was worked out by American 
and Vietnamese students during National 
Student Association visits to Hanoi, 
Saigon, Hue and Paris. The treaty has 
been endorsed by the National Coalition 
Against war, Racism and Repression, 
respresenting 119 organizations and 12 
collectives. Groups as diverse as the Black 
Panthers, Chicano Moratorium, Women's 
strike for Peace, and Clergy and Laymen 
Concerned about. the War are pushing the 
Treaty. 

Inside South Vietnam forces аге 
moving in a direction that the peace 
Treaty can pick up on. After a year of 
intense activity in the cities which 
mobilized all segments of the population 
the Popular Front for the Defense of 
Peace was formed last November 7. On 
January 3 of this year, 6 million 
Vietnamese held prayer ceremonies 
demanding peace on a program very 
similar to the PRG's 8-point program.

May 1 has to do with the timetable of 
action in the war itself. It seems clear that 
both the United States government and 
the Indochinese People’s Front intend to 
move strongly this winter and spring. This 
spring the popular forces will be stronger 
politically than in 1963, when Diem was 
overthrown, and stronger militarily than 
in 1968, when the Tet offensive marked 
the opening of the decisive struggle for 
the cities. At both of those times, one 
critical element missing from the balance 
was the American movement. 

On the other hand, last spring's 
response to the Cambodian invasion 
obviously forced the government to its 
present position of trying to cover up the 
invasion of Laos and the re-escalation 
against North Vietnam. Combined actions 
by different sections of the American 
people could make a decisive difference 
this year. With the elections in South 
Vietnam coming up this fall and in the 
U.S. next fall, it is obvious that some 
major changes are going to have to come 
down pretty soon. 


However, there are lots of problems with 
the Peace Treaty idea. For one thing, 
many people are not going to get excited 
about another petition, even though it is 
not the same as nicely asking the United 
States government to end the war. For 
another, the idea of more mass 
mobilizations has many drawbacks in 
terms of the political and military gains 
that can be made by our movement at

Vietnam veterans from around the 
country converged on chilly Detroit this 
week. They came to testify at the Winter 
Soldier Investigation. Not surprisingly, 
the testimony showed that My Lai was no

Most beer and soft drink cans are tin with 
aluminum tops and should be crushed 
and kept separate. 

All glass jars and bottles will be 
accepted if they are rinsed and free of 
labels or metal. Be sure to remove the 
small metal ring left by twist-off caps. 
Newspapers should be tied with string 
into bundles.

AN OPEN LETTER 


eldridge on tim & rosemary 


We want people to gather their wits, to sober up, and get down 
to the serious business of destroying the Babylonian empire. 


This if a transcript of the tape made 
by Eldridge Cleaver in Algiers, after the 
Inter-Communal Section of the Black 
Panther Party “busted” Timothy and 
Rosemary Leary. 


Today is January 12, 1971, Since 
September of 1970, Dr. Timothy Leary 
and his wife Rosemary have been with 
us here in the Inter-Communal Section 
of the Black Panther Party in Algeria. 
During that time, much confusion has 
been generated, partly because of our 
own silence on the subject, as to the 
relationship between the Black Panther 
Party and Dr. Leary and his wife. 

Г want to take this opportunity to 
set forth our position on that and clso 
to make a few observations on the drug 
culture as а whole inside the United 
States specifically, as it relates to the 
process of carrying out the 
revolutionary struggle against the 
fascist imperialist empire of the United 
States of America. 

A couple of months ago, I was 
talking to Dr. Leary abuut... how we 
would integrate him into our operation 
here, ... how he could function, and 
specifically how he could be projected 
to the press іп terms of his public 
image... He stated that he thought 
that he should be projected as the 
‘Aristotle” or the “Socrates” or the 
“Sartre” of the American revolution. I 
think that kind of symbolizes... how 
Dr. Leary has constantly tried to relate 


to us He seems to take himself 
seriously as the high priest of the 
revolution; and in some sense sees 
himself as sort of a secular god,... 
around which the revolutionary 
movement inside the United States 
revolves. 


And also, after many discussions 
with him on the subject of drugs and 
the relevancy of drugs, specifically 
LSD, as a weapon in the revolutionary 
strukgle, Гое come to conclude that Dr. 
Leary is irrevocably wed to the idea of 
the beneficial aspects of LSD in the 
context of the revolutionary 
movement,... He would rather die 
than give up the idea of changing 
American society by dosing everyone 


with LSD. Well, this is not a principle 
or а su л that we in the Black 
Panther сап in an: endorse, 


because we think it's absurd and 
urirealistic as an approach to carrying 
out our struggle. 

Leary seems content to contimue 
advising people to “Turn on, tune in 
and drop out,” and he really means it 
when he says that freedom means 
getting high. This is in direct conflict 
with the needs of the American 
revolution... We need people with 
clear heads, sober people who have 
their wits about them, because we're 
confronted with murderous fascist pigs 
who will stop at nothing and who have

notice, , . . 

At ome point, he talking to 
Rosemary about the situation, and he 
said, "They re just some niggers flexing 
ther muscles.” The point is, that using 
drugs as an escape, as а way of dealing 
with the horrible reality of oppression 
in Babylon, has the harmful side-effect 
of leaving many contradictions unre- 
solved. ...We find that although he's 
able to make political gestures and 
political statements, essentially the man 
is apolitical, and opportunist, and he 
has a very deep strain of white racism

cold revolutionaries, motivated by 
revolutionary love, men and women 
who fit the description given by Com- 
rade Che Guevara: “ cool, calculating 
killing machines to be turned against 
the enemy,” people who have a firm 
ideological foundation, who know how 
to implement their ideology for the 
purpose of carrying out this revolution. 

We had to bust Timothy and Rose- 
mary. We have to take care of Timothy 
and Rosemary, and we will do that, 
too. as Timothy and Rosemary 
remain in Algeria, they will have the 
protection of the Inter-communal Sec 
Hon of the Black Panther Party, and 
that’s the only protection that they 
have. They don't understand that, but 
we do — our very survival is dependent

in him, which comes out in surprising 
forms, and which he thinks goes unde- 
tected. And, although I have по pre 
tensions of being a psychologist or a 
psychiatrist, it has become very clear to 
me that ther's something seriously 
wrong with both Dr.Leary and his 
wife's brains. I attribute this to the 
uncountable number of acid trips that 
they have taken, and it make me very 
зай... „I like Leary and Rosemary, but 
objectively I find them both to be 
non-functional in a political context;n 
not helpful, and really we h grown 
to look upon them sort of as patients, 
аз responsibilities that we have to take 
care of. They're very dangerous people, 
because one thing LSD has cleary done 
is destroyed their ability to make 
judgements, particularly in the area of 
security, so that we are forced to 
constantly use manpower to watch 
them; we've had to seperate them from 
various enemies that they've gotten 
themselves involved with. 

Dr.. Leary seems to wither away 
without an audience. He needs people 
around him who have a worshipful 
attitude towards him.... And in this 
part of the world, such gods don't have 
ready audiences at hand. So that Leary 
scrapes around for any audience that he 
can assemble, even an audience of CIA 
agents masquerading as hippies and 
tourists. 

«Ше do not regret for one mo- 
ment that we took on the case of 
Timothy Leary. But we've only now 
beginning to fully realize the heavy 
burden that we picked ыр... „Апа to 
all those who look to Dr. Leary for 
inspiration or even leadership, we want 
to say that your god is dead, because 
his mind has been blown by acid. If 
you think that by turning in, turning 
‘on and dropping out you're improving 
the situation, that you're changing 
society, it’s very clear that you're doing 
nothing except destroying your won 
brain and stregthening the hands of our 
enemy. In this day and time when the

22. When the Black Panther Party 
condemns the use of harmful drugs, we 
do not include marijuana in that 
category, because there are many of us 
who like to get high on marijuana once 
in a while, But we don't advocate а 
constant state of being high, and we 
don't advocate people indulging in 
revolutionary activity while under the 
influence of drugs of any type. That is 
harmful to our cause, and the use of 
drugs under the present circumstances 
should be viewed as 
counter-revolutionary activity. 

We do recognize the progressive role 
played in the past by the whole youth, 
drug, culture in the United States. It 
was v useful some years ago when 
people rebelled against the straight- 
jacket rules and regulations of Baby- 
lonian society by turning away from 
the standards and values of that so- 
ciety, and by shattering to smithereens 
those values by getting high, freaking 
out, freaking off. ... But things have

At 7:50 pm on Saturday, January 9, 
Timothy and Rosemary Leary suffered 
what Eldridge Cleaver termed “а revo- 
lutionary bust.” Four of Cleaver’s Pan- 
ther staff entered the Learys’ Algiers 
apartment shortly before their dinner 
guests were due. This was to have been 
the Learys' first dinner party, and it 
was the immediate reason for the bust. 

"It makes me very sad to have had 
to do this,” Cleaver said. “I’ve been in 
jail, been unable to relate to it, and I 
don't like being a jailer. But we cannot 
afford to jeopardize our work toward 
revolution in Babylon. We are hoping 
to teach Timothy a lesson.” 

The Learys wrote Cleaver a letter on 
their third day of confinement. To 
explain certain passages in the follow- 
ing interview, I quote from it: "In 
reviewing our actions and yours since 
our arrival in Algeria, it is clear that we 
have been guilty of unnecessary hu- 
mility and "Tomism.' We have followed 
a course of patient toleration of your 
undisciplined and eccentric behavior. 
We have not complained as v 
as we should have about 
ordinary series of monumental Малай 
you have whimsically committed which 
have jeopardized the goals of our 
work, and our lives. I refer here, among 
other things, to the ‘Miss Dohrn’ 
fabrication . , (Four months ago, when 
the Learys first arrived, Cleaver let it 
drop that a "Miss Dohrn" was with

The names were changed but the 
innocent were in no way protected at 
Soledad this week. D.A. William Curtis, in 
office only one week, dropped murder 
charges on four of the Soledad 7, 
with the July killing of guard 
Shull, He also requested that conspiracy 
charges against all 7 be dropped. 

This leaves Jesse Phillips, 20, James 
Wagner, 28, and Roosevelt Williams, 27, 
charged with murder, carrying a 
mandatory death penalty if convicted. 
And it means that the other 4 brothers 
have been held for half a year in isolation 
on the basis of nothing except the prison 
administration’s repressive hatred of 
black people. 

Patrick Hallinan, lawyer for the 7, said 
to the Tribe: “I think the D.A. was 
withdrawing to a smaller perimeter of 
defense because his ramparts were falling 
into the moat. The case stunk 6 weeks

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ago, and it stunk last week. What 
happened is someone in the D.A.'s office 
cleared their nose and smelled it and they 
had to do something about it.” 
Meanwhile, the war at Soledad 
between the prisoners and their 
oppressors goes on. Monday, two guards 
were stabbed while bringing food to the 
prisoners of O-Wing. O-Wing is the 
maximum security area where prisoners 
are locked in their cells 23% hours a day. 
The guards were not seriously injured. 
Two brothers, Raymond Marquez, 22, a 
Chicano from San Mateo County serving 
time for second degree murder, and 
Edward Whiteside, a black serving a 
robbery term from L.A., are being held in 
the case. As usual, there's been a news 
blackout on the details.

Sce, we've received much criticism by people 
who already have decided to put all that behind 
them, who don't want to relate to that whole 


spectrum of activity, and they say to us: “What 
are you running over there in Algeria, a clown 
show? Why did you let Timothy stay?” But 
what they don’t take into consideration is that 
Timothy has a RIGHT to come over here, and 
we have a DUTY to him, as compatriots. If 
there is any basis or truth to our aspiration to 
function in the name of the American people, 
and to do something about society as a whole, 
we cannot turn our backs. We recognize our 
responsibility to tim. We received a lot of 
criticism for this. But we did not allow that to 
stop us from trying to work with you, you see. 
Like people who come through here with valid 
passports, we put them in the wind very 
quickly. Because they can go to some other 
country. But people who come here uptight, we 
don’t throw them to the dogs. Because the dogs 
are waiting. 

LEARY: I didn't answer your question, 
Eldridge. In the last page or two of your 
interview with Lockwood, which is the most 
recent book of yours I've read, you said the 
main goal that we're all working for is to be 
under a tree with your mate and a book of 
poetry, to be high. But that now, we must put 
all that away and go down to fight for freedom, 
and when that is won, then go back to the tree 
with your mate. Is that correct? 

CLEAVER: That's just a way of saying 
something. 

LEARY: Yeah. I agree with that statement, 


its aim and its priorities. Completely. The 
number one goal is to free all prisoners of the 
American System and the use of any drug 


which will hinder in any way, even for an hour, 
the freeing of many many prisoners, borthers 
and sisters, the use of any drug that will 
postpone their freedom for even an hour should 
be postponed until they are free. 

CLEAVER: I agree with that, But . . . then 
it becomes a question that we deal with then. 
All right? So I'm perfectly willing to leave it 
don’t think people should have the idea 
an unnecessary postponement. A look 
at the history of revolution in various countries 
dearly indicates that it is possible, through a 
combination of skillful repression and massacre, 
and napery and bungling on the part of the 
righteous foes of the System — through that 
combination, revolution can be postponed for 
generations. We're confronted in Babylon with 
the headquarters of a world-wide empire of 
oppression. We have a very hard job. You see? 
But a job that we have been fitted to do. I 
firmly believe that it is impossible for man to 
destruct a system of oppression which the 
oppressed people within that System cannot 
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deal with themselves. You see. I think it’s not 
possible. But I do think that the fascists in 
Babylon think they have such an indestructible 
system, Many of the people who are oppressed 
think that that is such a System. This is one of 
the primary feeders of the whole impulse to 
escape. Using acid, using drugs is a form of 
escape fiom the confrontation of something 
that CAN be dealt with. If the system could 
NOT be dealt with, if it was utterly impossible 
to deal with that system, then I would advocate 
the next best thing. Tripping out. Trip out now. 
Dig it? Get what you can now because it can’t 
be dealt with. But it CAN be dealt with. 

ZWERIN: In your statement I believe you 
said you exempted marijuana when you refer to 
drugs. Why? 

CLEAVER: I exempt it in the sense that it i 
possible to find moments to relax, even in ti 
situation. I stated very precisely how we do not 
advocate or encourage the use of even 
marijuana while one is directly involved in his 
revolutionary work. But even revolutionaries, 
who are not involved with a battlefield 
situation — you understand? — find hours, or 
maybe even all night, when one can relax and 
get high. But the recovery period from 
marijuana happens to be such that it makes that 
possible. But I don't think it's possible while on 
an acid trip to return to or: 's work just like so. 
You see? Plus, emergencies can't be dealt with. 
But if you're high on grass, vou can deal with 
shit. You can deal with shit, if it comes up. 
These days none of our homes are secure any 
more. Pigs come at odd hours and kick down 
doors with murderous intent. I think it would 
be very disastrous for the pigs to visit you while 
you are on a trip, man, you might think it's just 
part of your trip. You'd never know. 

Because whether Timothy knows it or not, 
the U.S. imperialists want to kill him. They 
want to kill him. And there are people who 
have been assigned to deal with US. I know that 
someone has already been assigned, you sce, to 
kill me. I have this on information, you sec. 
And I know that our whole operation here has 
been placed on the map, in terms of a target. So 
this is not something that we can take lightly, it 
is something that deserves the most serious 
consideration. It's making me more serious by 
the day. Timothy, just tell me . . . do you think 
the enemy would prefer you dead or alive? 

LEARY: Dead. 

CLEAVER: Now if you understand that, 
you see . .. you KNOW they prefer you in 
prison because they already put you there. 
Which meant that you were separated from 
Rosemary, whom you love and whom you like 


EVERY 
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10 be with. And if they get their hands on you 
again, you will again be separated from 
Rosemary. Here you're not separate from 
Rosemary. And even when we busted you, you 
sce, we didn't separate you. Although we could 
have. But that's not our bag. But you have to 
understand that there are people who want to 
scparate you, who want you dead and who are 
actively trying to bring that about. And they 
want Bobby Seale dead. They want Huey 
Newton dead. They want everybody who don't 
go along with their program either neutralized, 
incarcerated, or dead. They're killing people 
today, around the world. As we sit here talking 
they are murdering people. And as we sit here 
talking, they are working on our case. You sce? 
And it’s more useful for us to be in our work 
spots, trying to deal with THEM, than to be 
sitting here dealing with internal problems, 
problems that should already have been dealt 
with. It’s not something we can afford to do. 
Well, is that about it? 

ZWERIN: One more question. How can 
Timothy and Rosemary function with you in 
the future? 

CLEAVER: Timothy can write. I think he 
understands information. And one of our 
primary jobs here is dissemination of 
information about the situation in the United 
States to the people of the world. Going along 
ith that is our responsibility to send 
formation back to the United States about 
what's happening to the people in the world. I 
think that Timothy should integrate himself 
into our work apparatus here, and begin to 
contribute, to put aside ‘this isolated, 
individualistic approach to this problem. Not 
just to state, but to embody in practice the 
policy of all for one and one for all. Because 
When we stated to Weathermen that we would 
deal with we meant that we would go 
down with Timothy, that if someone moved 
against Timothy it would not be any different 
than if he moved against us. And we mean that, 
I know а lot of people practice one thing and 

reach another thing, but it's part of the Black 
anther Party to match practice to preachment

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Several weeks ago I did a review on the 
new Joy of Cooking album, a review I 
wasn’t campletely satisfied with, and so I 
promised to say more at a later date. 

It will be a pleasure to talk about the 
Joy’s new album and the group itself. 
This is a group I can speak about with 
relative ease. They have been playing 
regularly here in the Bay Area. for about 
two and a half or three years now; 
they’ve done all the benefits one could 
expect a local group to do; they've done 
the so-called big time gi һе Winterland 
thing, Pepperland etc. But what is really 
important is that they’ve been able to 
make a go of it here, оп a regular basis, in 
the smaller clubs, They have something of 
a loyal following that turns out to see 
them at Mandrakes, Freight and Salvage, 
Keystone Comer ete. 

I've been able to see the Joy on a 
regular basis for the last three or four 
months, and so with candid honesty I will 
say I really don’t care much for their live 
performances. The crowds always seem to 
be diggin’ them, whooping it up, dancing 
and enjoying. But for me it’s always been 
something less than all that. But their 
album is a horse of two or three 
different colors (I'll get to that in a 
minute). 

Тһе group features two women and 
three шеп. The two women being: Terry 
Garthwaite and Toni Brown (a dynamite 
last name) and the three men being: Ron 
Wilson, Fritz Kasten and the newest 
member Jeff Neighbor. Jeff replaces 
David Garthwaite (brother of Terry) who 
was the group’s original bass player. Some 
of the regular fans have already remarked 
that they miss David, and I must admit I 
share their sentiments. But perhaps that 
"isn't fair to Jeff, I'm of the opinion we 


should give the man a chance to do what 
it is he will do. 

Now, about that album. It's entitled: 
Joy of Cooking, and it was recorded for 
the Capitol label. The whole thing of 
record companies, rip-offs, big profits, 
fuckovers etc., has been an incubus on 
my soul here of late. This is a subject I 
feel hard pressed to deal with — I will 
deal with it in this column but at a later 
time. So let me proceed with the thought 
that I'm cognizant of the avaricious 
record industry, and I will attempt to 
expose the sweet smell the companies 
have passed under our eyes, ears and 
noses for what it really is. 

But let us keep in mind that all record 
companies aren't vitiated operations with 
big profits on their minds. And also, in 
order for most groups to get their music 
to the people, such as the Joy of 
Cooking, they often have to accede to the 
demands of a big company. I’m not 
trying to imply that this is so with the 
Joy, 1 don’t know. I'm simply stating 
fact, and it's too bad you just can't sit 
down and write about a good album like 
this one without having to also consider 
record company ripoffs. 

When I first put on this album I was 
very impressed with it, that was over a 
month ago. Well, now, I'm simply amazed 
with this fine work. Toni wrote seven of 
the ten songs on the album and co-wrote 
another. Her lyrics seem to deal mainly 
with fucked up living conditions, sour 
love affairs and incorrigible men. But 
there is some social comment, for 
example:

Tn listening to the album pay attention 
to the construction of the music. “Too 
Late, But Not Forgotten", side one, song 
two, is a fine example of the group's 
ability to musically caress a song. Listen 
to it as the beat follows a pleasant, 
simplistic course; listen to the slide guitar 
soothing, making the listening easy. Truly 
fine. Aside from being a fine songwriter 
Toni puts out some fine piano playing on 
this record, esp. on this song. Listen to 
the mezzo part of “Too Late” and you 
will see that her solo is truly an obbligato. 

Doing most of the lead vocals and 
rhvthm guitar work is Terry. Out of the 
Side of her mouth comes a strong, at 
times, guttural sounding voice which is 
distinct enough to identify whenever you 
hear it. But, on a song like “Down My 
Dream", side one, song two, you hear all 
the smoothness and polish of a Nancy 
Wilson. 

Fritz Kasten is a DRUMMER. I could 
talk a while about Fritz' ability, but 
instead of being pleonastic ГЇЇ just say 
that I admire this man as much as you 
can admire another human being. And 
believe me, his drumming will speak for 
itself. 

On congas and other percussion stuff 
is Ron. I will openly admit that I know 
very little about congas and the like, and 
so I won't attempt to tell you how great 
or how bad Ron is. I only know that he 
fits in quite well with the whole setup. 


His congas often help to fill the void on 
such lengthy songs as “Did You Go 


Downtown". 


On side two listen with care to “Rea 
Wine at Noon" and "Only Time Will 
Tell". *Red Wine" is an amazing tune, 
one of the best songs I've ever heard! 

As of this writing the Joy are in L.A. 
doing a week's engagement at the 
"Troubador. This album may help to send 
them and their music around the country, 
but let us not forget other who have had 
а hand in all of this'á Mike Sunday, Chris 
Strachwitz, Don Shain, Nancy Owens and 
the one and only Mary Moore. Gloria 
Denson, wife of the group's manager Ed, 
and "Bright Eyes" Joy Johnston are the 
kind of people who are always behind the 
scenes making things go but never get 
mentioned. 

A good record deserves a good review. 
I indeed hope this has been one because 
this is certainly a very good album. For a 
first effort the Joy have done a very good 
job; but let us remember three years of 
long hard work went into that recording 
studio with them, and it sure looks like 
things are going to work out. Good luck 
Joy of Cooking!
